FURTHER DETAILS OF THE TOCCOA 
TRAGEDY. 


The Murder of Aleck Mauldin,a Poor Erraud Boy, 
for the Sum of a Dollar and Eighty-five Cen‘ts— 
The Supposed Murderer at Large—Pic- 
tures of the Murderer and Scene. 


Toccoa, February 19.—[Staff Correspon- 
dence.J—Fate is cruel when she mars the 
peace of this beautiful section with the murder 
of an innocent boy. Ten days ago two boys 
were bosom companions. Together they en- 
joyed the sports common youngsters, and 
what was fun for one was fun for the other. 
One was the son of a woman left 
destitute lately by her husband, who 
deserted her and disappeared. The other 
was the son of a prominent citizen well to do 
in this world’s affairs and highly esteemed by 
all. In one of the newest graves in ths little 
cemetery here the poor boy is buried, and 
rough stones mark the head and foot of his 
resting place, The other boy, branded as a 
murderer, has gone a refugee from justice no 
@ié knows where. 

Aleck Mauldin was twelve years old, and 
was the eldest of his mother’s children. He 
had four little sisters. His father had for some 
cause or other deserted the family, and Aleck 
was the head of the hotisehold. His mother 
was a delicate woman, of slender build, and 
her son fought bravely to keep the wolf from 
the door. He was the errand boy of the town. 
If there was wood to chop Aleck 
chopped it. If there was an odd job 
to be done and an honest penny 
to be turned Aleck was there. Many a mis- 
sive has he borne for the young gallants of 
the town to their fair ones. No opportunity 
offered that he did not improve and he was re- 
garded on all sides as an honest and indastri- 
ous boy. It seems incredible that such a boy 
as Alegk Mauldin could be murdered for his 
money by ajboy who was well housed and 
well fed, :

On the Sth or 10th Aleck received ten cents 
for cutting wood at the residence of Major 
John Freeman, father of the supposed mur- 
derer. The dime made out even 3? that Aleck 
had accumulated, and he ran to his mother 
exclaiming: 

“Couziggity, I've got two dollars. 
two dollars, couziggity!” 

Aleck’s grandfather is proprietor of the 
Mauldin house one of the hotels at Toccoa. 

The boy’s mother gave the following account 
of the events of Wednesday the 10th. 

“Wednesday afternoon about half way 
between dinner and night, I was sit- 
ting by the fire sewing busily. 
I heard a voice outside sounding low and heavy 
and asking for little Aleck Mauldin. I went 
to the door and saw it was Freddie Freeman. 
He asked for Aleck and I told him he was 
not at home. He did not believe me and run- 
ning around the house looked up under the 
floor and then came to the door and looked all 
around the room. Fred went away and soon 
came up with Aleck, who had bought a dowi- 
nique hen, and was bringing her home.

Fred still urged Aleck to go hunting with 
him, but Aleck declined. The two boys then 
started ont of the door to go to the stores. 
Aleck was to buy some soda for his mother. 
Before reaching the front fence he turned and 
walked back to his mother, put his arms 
around her neck and kissed her. In a play- 
ful way Aleck held his mother’s slender 
wrists and said: 

‘See here Fred, if ma’ was to go to whip me 
I could hold her.” 

“Turn that hand loose and come on,” an- 
swered Fred. 

Mrs. Mauldin took one 
into her own and said: 

“Ain’t that little hand a poor exense to 
help mama make a living ?’”’ ; 

“Yes’m,” said the boy as he turned and 
walked away. 

Mrs. Mauldin resumed her sewing. Ina 
few moments she arose, and looking through 
one of the cracks in her house saw the two 
boys standing at a street corner half a block 
away. 

Aleck did not come home that night, but his 
mother supposed he was at his grandfather's 
as he usually spent most of his time there, 

LAST SEEN TOGETHER, 

It was nearly night when the boys were 
last seen together, Northward from the town 
is a public road leading tothe mountains. A 
hundred yards or so out this road a little path 
turns to the left and passes along a hillside into 
the woods. Two hundred yards from the in- 
tersection of the path and the road, but still 
within the limits of the town is a deserted 
cabin facing the east. It sitsa little more than 
half way up the hillside and is surrounded by 
a few tall pines and a thick undergrowth of 
young oaks. It is said that a few cards have 
been shuftied and cut by the town boys in this 
secluded old house. 

It is supposed that Fred Freeman succeeded 
in pursuading AleckMau!din to accompany him 
on ahunt, and that the two boys turned up at 
the old house, which is only about three hun- 
dred yards from where they were last seen to- 
gether. 

Just before night on the evening of Aleck’s 
disappearance Lee Mills was cutting wood in a 
yard on the hill opposite the old house. Ho 
heard the discharge of a shotgun, but‘thouglit 
nothing of it. A few moments afterward he 
saw a boy witha gun running from the old 
house toward the town... The description of 
that boy answered to the description of l'reddie 
Freeman. 

About cight o'clock the next morn- 
ing a nexro named Reed Saw 
at the intersoction of the road and the path a 
hog busily engaged eating a bulky substance. 
He went down to see what it was and there lay 
the body of Aleck Mauldin. The hog had 

GNAWED THE HEAD OFF 
and was greedily ‘cating the face. The alarm 
was sounded and people gathered at the scene. 
An examination of the body showed that the 
boy had been shot in the back, and an exami- 
nation of his pockets showed that he had 
been robbed of his dollar and eighty-five cents. 
Men walked along the path leading into the 
woods, and hereand there found buttons. Near 
the-corner of the old house at the point mark- 
ed “B” they found a large pool of blood. The 
little trees and bushes about the spot were 
freshly marked with shot, and fresh gun wad- 
ding led to the spot marked ‘A.’ 
Tracks at that point showed where the 
murderer stood when he _ tired the 
fatal shot. lt is supposed Aleck started to run 
and that he was turning his head to look back 
when the gun was tired, as one of the shot en- 
tered the sice of his face, knocking out a tooth 
there and knocking outa tooth on the other 
side. The boy's chewing guin and one tooth 
were found beside the po marked 
i It 13 ‘Suppo i ne murderer, 
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started with him iroad track to leave 
him there, but for some cause dropped him at 
the intersection of the path and the road 
where the body Was icound. While the body 
was thus carried along the buttons that were 
found were dropped from the pockets into the 
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SCENE OF THE MURDER. 

The above cut gives a good representation of 
the scene of the murder. Itis very definitely 
settled that the murderer stood at the point 
marked “‘A.” Thespot where Aleck fell is 
marked “B.”’ There is where the pool of blood 
was found, though the body was found two 
hundred yards nearer town. 

TELLING THE BOY’S MOTHER, 

As soon as the body was identified two men 
went hurriedly to the house of Mrs. Mauldin 
and found her in the yard. They both asked 
in a breath: 

“Is Aleck here?” 

“‘T guess he is at the hotel, 
Mauldin. 

“Didn’t he come home last night?” 

“No, he didn’t.” 

‘‘He—he—is not at the hotel,” said one of 
the men. ‘‘He—he—never came to the hotel. 
Heis not at the hotel—but—he—is—dead. 
Some one hes murdered him.” 

“Ob! it can’t be so,” said the agonized 
mother. 

Kind ladies took the well-nigh unconscious 
woman into the house and ina moment 
crowds were in the little yard inquiring aux- 
iously as to the suspected murderer. 

The investigation by the coroner pointed to 
red Freeman as the murderer, 

Miss Joe Lynn testified that about sunset on 
the evening of the murder she saw Fred Freée- 
wan returning to the town 
from the direction jin which the 
murder was committed. He was walking leis- 
urely and was alone, 

Lee Mills, who on the evening of the kill- 
ingwas eutting wood on the hill oppo- 
site where the murder occurred, 
swore he heard the gun and in five or ten min- 
utes sawaboy apparently twelve or fifteen 
years old and who filled the description of 
Fred l'reeman running toward town, carrying 
his gun first on one shoulder and then on the 
other, and then in his hands, 

FRED FREEMAN DISAPPBARS. 

On the day the body was found Fred Free- 
man disappeared. It is said that he 
had a dollar changed at Martin & Payne’s 
store and that he asked a man if there was a 
warrant out for his arrest. About ten o’clock 
he was seen by two men three miles from Toc- 
coa going in the direction of South Carolina. 
He had on a suit of dark clothes.

Bixteen Republican and Nine Democratic Senators’ 
Terms Expire—The Democrats Hopeful of Over- 
turning the Opposition Majority—The 
Blair Educational Bill, Bte., Etc. 
—_——————_—— 


WASHINGTON, February ~0. -{Special.]— 
The terms of sixteen republican and nine 
democratic senators expire on the third of 
March, 1887. The senators are: Miller, of 
California; Hawley, of Connecticut; Harrison, 
oftindiana; Hale, of Maine; Dawes, of Massa- 
chusetts; Conger. of Michigan; McMillan, of 
Minnesota: VanWyck, of Nebraska; Sewell, 
of New Jersey: Miller, of New York; Sher- 
man, of Obio: Mitchell, of Pennsylvania; Al- 
drich, of Rhode Island; Edmunds, of Ver- 
mont: Mahone, of Virginia; and Sawyer, of 
Wisconsin, republicans. Grey, of Delaware: 
Jones, of Florida; Gorman, of Maryland; 
George, of Mississippi; Cockrell, of Missouri: 
Fair, of Nevada: Jackson, of Tennessee: 
Maxey, of Texas; and Camden, of West Vir- 
ginia, democrats. Three of these, Sherman, 
republican, and Gorman and George, demo- 
crats, have already been _ re-elected. 
Jobn W. Daniel, democrat, has 
been elocted the successor of Mahone, republi- 
can. 

Both the democrats and republicans in con- 
gress are looking forward with much interest 
to the election of nexts fall with regard to 
their effect on the senate as well as the house 
of representatives. The democrats. think 
they have a much better chance of overcom- 
ing the six majority ofthe republicans in the 
senate than the republicans have of overcom- 
ing the forty-three majority of the democrats 
in the house of representatives. They claim 
as certain to retain democratic scuators from 
Delaware, Florida, Missoura, Tennessee, Texas, 
West Virginia, Nevada. They concede 
tbat Maine, Masscalusetts, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land and Vermont will return 
republican senators. They think that the 
democrats are almost certain to control the In- 
diana Jegislature. California, Connecticut, 
Michigan, New Jersey, New York, Wisconsin 
they consider doubtful. Counting Indiana as 
certain to return a democratic senator, the 
democrats, in order to secure a majority, must 
elect a senator from each of three of these doubt- 
ful states. In California, New Jersey and New 
York the democrats have the advantage of 
contrelling the state administration, and will 
probably make a stronger fight than elsewhere. 
In Michigan the friends of Dan. M. Dickinson 
end in Wisconsin the friends of Postmaster- 
General Vilas are already hard at work to 
clect a legislature which willsend them to 
the senate. 

Theugh stronger opposition tothe Blair edu- 
cational bill has manifested itself than in the

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Report of the Minority on Free Coinage of 
the Silver Dollar, 
WASHINGTON, February 20.—Chairman 
Bland,of the house committee on coinage. weights 
and measures, has prepared a minority report on 
the bill to provide for the free coinage of silver, 
which was reported adversely from his committee 
and which isnowon the house calendar. The 
report, which is signed by Messrs. Bland, Lanham 
and Pynum, starts offwith the declaration that 
the volume of metallic money is not subject to the 
control of the legislator. but is regulated by 
mature. Recognizing .the principle that nature 
should supply the volume of money, the only duty 
that devolves upon the legislator is to 
establish by law the ratio of value for the coinage 
of two metals, and to provide for an unlimited or 
fice coinage of both at the ratio established. This 
was the system from 172 until 1873, when, under 
pretextot amending the mint act, silver was de- 
monctized. This demonetization, the report says, 
Was Clearly an infraction of the true theory of bi- 
metailism and in contlict with the constitution. It 
assumes that congress should exercise the power 
of controlling the yoiume of money by prohibiting 
the coinage of one of the monetary métals recog 
nivedinthe constitution. [f, under the constitution 
congress has power to prohibit orlimit the esin- 
age of silver, soit has that of gold. One of most 
inportant questions Connected with the restora- 
tion of silver to whereit was before this eh inge is 
the question of public debt. As compared to gold 
silver is now depreciated. It is therefore plain that 
itwill not bein good faith to our p iia’ baedlnes 
to pay them insilver dollars, Without eving into 
facts and figures itis generallySadmitted that the 
buliion contained in the silver doliar will p Lc 
chase as many of the necessaries of life at this time 
and more than it could have done when dropped 
from coinage; and more than in 1855 or IStio Or 
Lay th; consequcntly as compared to commodities it 
hus not depreciated, but owing to the change in 
‘crmany from asingle silver standard to a «old 
“anaard in 1870, aud the suspension of silver 
coinage by Franee and other states in the Latin 
union, the demand for gold has been very great, 
“nd consequently coinpared to silver its value ap- 
preciated. Again, as is well known, the refunding 
acts of 1570 and 1871 provided for the refunding of 
the whole public debt intoa coin debt, and thatthe 
epee ps and interest of bonds authorizen should 
¢ paidin coin of the standard value of 1870. At 
that time the silver ¢o!lar (412'> grains) was the 
standard of value, and coin called for in the bond 
was that dollar or the gold dollar(25'4 grainsjat the 
opnon of the government.

Shal! this supply be coin circulation or shall it be 
credit money? The minority has always supposed 
that cold monometallists were the 
peculial advocates of hard money, 
piving ihe starving laborer of those 
countries employment and enabling them to pur- 
chase our commodities. Silver placedin circula- 
tion here would place us pon a sound metallic 
basis, revive industries and put millions of labor- 
Low outofemployinentto work, giving 
ad: our revenues would swell, although 
iid be lighter per cepita upon the great 
;cople, because a greater number of 
them would be enabled to pay taxes. In this way 
our national debt wou!d soon be a thing of the 
past. The re goes on to discuss the 
possibility ‘ the silver gent being 
ciscovered by which $600,000,000 of silver would 
le dumped down upon the United States and our 
¢00.000,000 of gold displaced and dumped down in 
the European countries, and concludes that such 
an occurence would be a great relief to both hem- 
ispheres. The result, itsays, would be an increase 
iu the monetary supply in Fnropean countries of 
gold that would setthe machines of industry in 
motion. The national debt oughtto eo, and with 
it. if necessary, bank notes. Letsilver and silver 
certificates take the place of national bonds and 
bank notes. We will thus substitute good money 
fur bad, and rid ourselves of an interest bearing 
cebt—a debt over which al! this controversy arises 
a debt, the manipulation of which has cost us ; 
half billion of dollars. Itis at the bottom of all 
our financial troubles and monetary legerdemain: 
constant source of corrupt legislation and down- 
right swindling. With this debt and the banks on 
top of it out of the way, the money of the constitu- 
tion will return tobless us. If the mintsof the 
country were open to silver the same as to gold, 
silyer would not be, as itis now, subject to the ad- 
yerse whims of treasury officials who heretofore 
have tried to keep itout ofcirculation. The minor- 
ity quotes from tables presented by the United 
States silver commission report for 1877 to show 
tbat over 700,000,000 people have adopted silver as 
the sole standard of money, and over 180,000,000 
have a double standard—gold and silver—thus 
constituting a total of more than {00,000,000 who 
use silver as a standard money, while only 92,s00,- 
ov bave a = gold standard. 

The report then proceeds to the discussion of the 
proposition made by some bimetallists to coin sil- 
ver atits bullion value and holds that it is not 
justice tothe debtor class that the government 
should by its laws first depreciate silver and then 
take advantage of its own wrong by coining it at a 
ratio of this depreciation. It presents a table to 
show that this proposition if carried out would add 
ovor $2,438,000,000 to the burden of the debtor class, 
In con m the report says: 

“The most important function of money in mod- 
ern trade and commerce is its legal tender power, 
If gold only is a legal tender then debtors must de- 
pend upon this one metal to pay debts. All silver 
and other products of Christencom excépt gold 
would not pay a dollar of debt unless they could be 
exchanged tor gold. Should the world come 
to a gold unit as the sole legal tende 
that metal might become so valuable as compared 
with other commodities, and So searee in propor- 
tion to the enormous demands made upon it, that 
may barons of this and other countries controlling 
a few hundred millions of gold might control the 
destinies and nations and absolutely dominate the 
welfare of mankind.

THE CONFLICT BETYWEEN THE 
IRISH AND ENGLISH. 


St. Patrick’s Day Selected for Meetings Throughout 
Ireland to Declare Their U!itimatum—The Wei- 
come Accorded the Earl of Aberdecen— 
Socialists Denouncing Punch, Etc. 


LonpDoN, February 20.—The Irish party will 
bold a mecting at Cannon street hotel in this 
city on St. Patrick’s day. Mr. Parnell wil! 
preside, and the object of the meeting will be 
to issue to England the ultimatum of the Irish 
people concerning home rule. As the date 
selected for this event precedes by but 
five days the 22nd of March, the 
date set by Gladstone for the commencement 
of the government's work on Irish legislation, 
it is believed that the nationalist leader means 
to force a crisison the home rule question. Mr. 
Parnell has also arrangod to have his party 
hold fifty meetings throughout Ireland simul- 
taneously with the one he will preside over. 
The ultimatum will be alsoannounced at these 
meetings. 

A dispatch from Dublin says the welcome 
accorded the earl of Aberdeen, the new viceroy 
of Ireland, was the most cordial given on the 
arrival of a lord lieutenant for many years. 
There was a row between “roughs” and the 
students of Trinity college, but it was only a 
trivialaffair. The municipal board of Kingstown 
debated the question of presenting an address 
ot welcome to the earl of Aberdeen. The 
nationalists inthe board obstructed the passage 
of the motion, and when it was finally adopted 
the ear] had passed through the city to the 
castle. The announcement of the vote on the 
motion was made amid general hilarity.

A Remarkable Case Settled in an Alabama 
Court Vesterday. 

MonTcoMERy, Ala., February 20.—'!Spevial,] 
James T. Marler, charged with the murder of Dr. 
William B. Colquitt, was acquitted in the circuit 
court of Crenshaw county, Alabama, this morning, 
and tbus one of the most remarkable cases on 
record is settled. 

Dr. Colquitt was brutally murdered in his own 
yard, August Iéth, 1878. Hewas killed by R. A, 
Redmond. It was charged that Marler hirel Red 
mond to do the shooting, and paid him fifty dol- 
lars. Redmond wasin love with Marler's sister, 
and Marler promised also that he would force his 
sistertorun away with Redmond. The murder 
was one of the most shocking ever committed in 
Alabama. Redmond was arrested, tried, con- 
victed, and is now serving a life sentence in the 
penitentiary. Marler was arrested as an accom- 
plice, and charged with the murder. He has been 
in prison seven yearsand seven months on the 
same indictment. He was twice convicted of 
murder, once sentenced to be hanged and once 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. Today he goes 
free.

When 
shown the inurdered boys he stated he had seen 
them and played with them in heaven. His utter- 
ances were incoherent and suspicion against him 
is purely of a circumstantial character. 

The bodies were brought to the cily today and 
exposed in the morguc. During this afternoon 
they were identified fas Cornelius and Willie Bea- 
ton, children of a negro woman living on Waters 
road, who stated that she had not seen them since 
the evening of the 9th inst. She had a quarre] with 
Henderson Vaughan, alias Heury Jones, with 
whom she had been living, and he beat her and 
the children and touk the latter off. She believed 
he had killed them.

A Deranged Man Escapes to the Woods and 
is Found in a Starving Condition.

A sensation and much earnest sympathy are 
being produced among us by the remarkable 
conduct of Mr. R. J. McAfee, who has doubt- 
less gone deranged.

CASUALLY GATHERED ON A TRIP 
TO CUBA. 


Notee of the Passage—A Btop at Key West-—Havana— 
An Odd City—Some Characteristics—A Spanish 
Eull Fight-—The Amusements of the 
City—OQOther Interesting Items, Etc, 
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Havana, February 15.—(Staf Correspon- 
dence.}J—1t has been but a few years since a 
trip to Cuba from Atlanta was an undertaking 
almost as vast in its conception and as tire 
some inits execution as would be atrip to 
Eerope at the present time. Whether by way 
of New York or New Orleans, the two points 
from whence a larger portion of the travel from 
America to the West Indies then fonnd its 
way,such a journey was unpleasantly long, 
and meant hour after hour by rail and the 
salty monotony of several days at sea. 

Now, one can leave Atlanta Monday after- 
noon, for instance, and Sleep in Havana the 
Thursday night following, with a stop ofa 
half day in Jacksonville, as long in ‘Tampa, 
and several hoursin Key West, andthe ac- 
commodations for every mile of the trip is as 
perfect as can be found on rail or water, in the 
world. 

it was withsuch a _ tour in view that I left 
Atianta two weeks ago, and joining a pleasant 
party of Georgians in Florida, we were soon

awaiting ihe raising of the “Mascotte’s” an- 


chors as she calmly rede the waters just with- 


out Tampa, preparatory to ber plunge to Ha- 
vaba. 

‘The “Mascotte” is a new and elegant steam- 
er, and ours was its third trip, It is run in 
connection with the Savannah, llorida and 
Western system,and old seamen and accustom- 
editravelers say that there is not a more 
beautiful, . safe nor comfortable craft 
in the waters. Its draught is too heavy 
to allow it to run inte Tampa, and it anchors 
about six miles in this bay, connertion being 
wade with it by the bay steamers of the same 
company. 

As we approached it she appeared to sit as 
lightly on the rippling surface of the water 
asa feather. It was in the afternoon and the 
sun had almost reached the horizon. ‘The sky 
was clondless and not a_ breath of wind 
was_ stirring. A thousand sea gulls 
loitered about the ship before us, 
their white, outstretcbed wings dotting the 
black, iron hull of the steamer. One, more 
venturesome than the others, had perched it- 
self on the topmost round of the ladder to the 
main mast, and seemed to view us curiously 
from its high position as we neared, and only 
ontil the “Margaret” ‘reversed fits engines and 
measured its breadth with the ‘‘Masactte,”’ in 
transferring its cargo of human freight, did 
the sentine! gull leave its post, when, with a 
seream, it outspread its milky wings, and, 
as if answering the summons. the 
rest of the brood followed its dim ontline, al- 
most buried in its direct course in the lighted 
rays of the reclining sun. The ‘Mascotte’ 
ioo, followed, and the broad waters of the gulf 
reached, she seemed to poise for an instant. 
and raising her canvass wings. was fairly on 
her course, Marking her path by the drifting 
emoke of her fires. 

THE STOP AT KEY WEST. 

Key West is about two hundred and twenty- 
five miles distant from Tampa, and the trip is 
made in about fourteen hours. It is compara- 
tively smooth sailing, though the course lies 
away outin the gulf, the land being lost to 
view shortly after leaving Tampa and not 
being avain seen until hey West is sighted. 
This city, the t in Florida, having a 
population of about 15,000, is situated on one 

little islands off the extremity of

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nothing on but a pair of thin breeches, plunge 
from the wharf into the water, and like a 
school of, porpoise roll toward the incoming 
ship. Tiy perform all sortsof aquatic gym- 
nastics, and keep an eager eye turned toward 
deck for the small coin dropped to them by 
the interested spectators. Asa piece touches 
the water, each of the divers are around it. 
All go down with it, and invariably one brings 
it back, and exhibiting it, is ready to plunge 
for another, 

These are the most energetic of all the in 
habitants of the sun-burnt citv. The next in 
the order of activity is the Spanish consul. 
Like all other residents of the place, ‘‘steamer 
day” is his delight. He revels in it. The 
sight of a south-bound steamer is to him what 
the advance agent and the flaming posters ofa 
eircus is to the average Americin small boy. 
He sees in it not only a variation of the dreary 
routine of his every day existence, but his 
heart beats in anticipatory jov as he wonders 
how many American passports he will he 
called upon to ‘‘visa” at four dollars apiece. 

It is useless to go to Cuba without a passport, 
for without it you couldn’t land. Nor isa 
passport worth anything unless it is ‘“visa’d” 
by the Spanish consul. ‘That means unless he 
writes his name and places a hieroglyphical 
stamp On it, for which he gets four dollars per 
head. As the “Mascotte” carried about ninety 
passengers the Spanish consul did a good day's 
work. 

It takes about two hours to fee the Spanish 
consul, put offand take on a few passengers,and 
the anchors are lifted for thé ocean trip to 
Havana. Itis now about an hour before noon 
and with fair speed the passage across the Gulf 
Stream to the city of Havana takes about six 
hours—a (distance of ninety miles. 

And what a contrast to the longer trip from 
Tampato Key West! 

It was a beautiful day and there was not a 
cloud in the sky: there seemed to be a_ gentle 
breeze playing over the water, and through its 
rippling waves the steamer glided with an al- 
most imperceptible motion. 

Every passenger felt an inward joy 
at the delightful prospect for a smooth trip. 
And indeed it was smooth for about half the 
distance, 

THE 8PORT OF THE SEA, 

But it came with a rush. The almost list- 
less surface of the water suddenly transformed 
itself mto waves of tumultuous fury, which 
dashed against the ship with an apparently 
venomous impulse.

Morro Castle is the immense and almost im- 


bor of Havana. It issituated on a command- 
ingpromontory at the entrance of the harbor,

makes no difference how stormy without, nor 
how dangerous the night, if a vessel arrives 
after the Spanish colors have been taken down 
for the day on the castle, that vessel must beat 
about as best it can and brave the tumultuous 
fury of the maddest waves until the next 
morning. Disregardful of the fact that a har- 
bor is to a certain extent the property of the 
world, this arbitrary law is still in existence. 

Consequently as we neared Morro, at an 
hour which warranted fears that the distance 
could not be made intime, every eye was 
turned toward the flagstat?! on the castle. The 
flag was there; but scarcely had the 
‘‘Maseottes”’ ‘stern passed snugly in 
the harbor before the booming of the 
eapnon called it down. We were at least in 
the harbor, though we could not land until 
next morning, as the ship had to be first in- 
spected and all the baggage gone through with 
by the revenue officers, who could operate 
only in official hours, 

AN ANCIENT CITY. 

The next morning early we were in Havana. 

It is one of the quaintest cities of the west- 
ern continent. Surrounded with castles and 
forts, and built compactly with 
the old Moorish architecture, it combines in 
both appearance and customsthe chief charac- 
teristics ofthe two ancient enemies, the Cas- 
tillians and the Moors. 

The first thing that strikes a stranger 
is the unusual shallowness of the houses. There 
is nat a four story house in the city. and by 
far the largest portion are only one 
story in heighth. The houses are all bui 
concrete, witha cement finish. and all 
the same dingy yellow appearance. A house 
erected two years ago beside one that has 
stood one hundred years, looks almost as old 
as its more ancient neighbor. There 
nesS in the architccture everywhere, aud 
characteristic of the custom of the people, who 
live as near alike as possible their ancestors of 
the middle age, there has been but little 
change in the style of building since the first 
house was erected in the city.

These trains parade 
the city in numbers, each animal with a 
mountain of merchandise on its back. 

When a Cuban grows too teeble to 
work or is otherwise incapacitated for duty, 
it generally ends itsexistence in the bull ring. 
But when this stage is reached the poor fellow 
is generally ready to die, and can only regret 
the method employed in bringing an end to 
his hardships. 

But the bull fight is one of the many ancient 
institutions which the descendants of amore 
civilized age refuse to abandon. and to havea 
genuine bull fight the blood of halfa dozen 
horses or more uiust mingle with that of the 
sldughtered bulls. Bat the story of the ball 
fight isa long one, and has been often told. 
It Can never be appreciated ui 
til it. 38 seen, and then the  c¢o9n- 
clusion is at once drawn that iit is 
amost horrible exbibition of brutality. 

‘The bull tight always oceurs on Sunday. and 
never on ‘any other day—indeed Sunday is 
the great amusement day in thecity. The 
genticmen of our party.as are all Americaus in 
Havana, were anxious to see the fight. 
Consequently as Sunday approached all were 
inquiring about it. In this connection an 
amusing incident oecurred in which figured a 
prominent Columbus lawyer. The Judge was 
anxious tosee the bull fight and in company 
with one or two of the party ventured 
out Saturday night to find out something 
about it.

THE SPANISH BULL FIGHT. 

Imagine yourself seated in alarge ampithe- 
atre, the ringof which isabout one hundred 
and fifty feet in diameter. The encircling 
seats rise at an angle of about forty-five de- 
grees, and to the height of forty or fifty feet. 
Thisis the “Plaza de Toros” in which the an- 
cient sport is received With the fiery enthu- 
siasm Which has characterized its reception 
for ages. 

Three, four or five thousand people 
throng its precipitously by inclined benches,all 
clamoring and yelling and almost drowning 
the notes of a croaking band, the music of 
which is an interlude to the sport which is to 
follow. The ring is encircled with a fence of 
about five feet in height, having two gates: one 
leading to the bull pen, the other the opening 
through which enters the participants in the 
fight. ‘The music breaks out afresh, the latter 
gate is opened, and a score of men enter. They 
are al] gaudily attired, each wearing a close, 
tight jacket which fits him like a corset. Ten 
or twelve of them carry large, flaming cloaks 
over their arms, and half as many 
are on horseback, armed with lances of about 
ten feet in length. The former are the “ban- 
derilleros,” and the latter the “‘picadors.”” The 
‘“matadors,’ armed with cloak and sword, are 
in the procession, the rear of which is brought 
up by three mules abreast pulling a bodyless 
tongue, which is looped to the headsof the 
horses or bulls as they are killed, when they 
are pulled out of the ring. 

All retire from the ring but the banderilleroas, 
and the charging bull is turnedin. Just as 
he enters the gate a well protected fighter 
sticks into his back a large rosette, from 
whieh streams ribbons of variegated colors. 
It is held in position by a _ fish-hook 
barb, which is well directed in its thrust. Th 
maddens the bull, and he plunges at the near- 
est object. A banderillero flaunts his red cloak 
into his very face and nimbly springs aside 
as the angered beast darts toward him with 
lowered head and distended nostrils. Again 
and again this operation is repeated, some- 
times the bull hurling a less sprightly torturer 
into the air, and again tramping him under his 
hoofs in his mad rush across the ring. 

When bull is wrought to a 
pitch of excitement the jicadors enter. 
A cloak is flaunted from behind one 
of the trembling horses, on which 
is seated a lancer. The bull rushes madly and 
is received by the lance of the picador, but, 
unheeding it, plunges his horns into the belly 
of the horse. which darts forward with its en 
trails protruding, rears, falls and dies. Another 
aud another horse is killed. sometimes as many 
as twenty in a fight, and at the death stroke 
of each the depraved taste of thousands of 
Spectators gives vent to tumultous joy by ring- 
ing shouts and clamorousapplause. Then comes 
the ambidextrous torturers who, by a most 
clever movement, stands in front of the charg- 
ing animal and, reaching over his bended 
head, thrusts in both sides of the neck 
barbed sticks of about two feet in length. As 
the bull runs, these flap and cut and render 
him desperate. Should he be disposed to give 
up the fight, however, and show fear, 
dom done,these sticks which are festooned with 
colored paper, are tired and the brute urn- 
ed to desperation,

It is nothing but a theater, but every night 
it draws a crowd which would enthuse a 
veteran star.

The Paid Department Takes the Place of the Volun- 
teer System—How the Change Came About— 
How the Paid Men Work—The Property 
in the Departinent, Etc., Ete. 


Atlanta’s fire department is one of her pets. 

In fact it is her pride. 

The paid firedepartment was organized in 
the spring of 1882, and went into eifect in 
July of that year. Previousto the organiza- 
tion of the paid fire department the fires in 
the city were fought by a volunteer depart- 
ment, which, like the present paid department, 
was one of the most eilicient in the south. 

Early 1n ’82 the volunteer firemen became 
dissatisfied on account of the lethargy of its 
members and the apathy of the city council to 
provide amply for it. The department was 
then composed ofsix companies, each one be- 
ing thoroughly and fully eyupped. The hook 
and ladder company wasthen where it is now. 
The horses, truck and house belonged to the 
company. Steamer No. i. was 
where is now. Then there 
was No. 2 on Washington street, No. 5 on 
Broad street, No. 4 on Castleberry hill, and No. 
5 on Foundrystrect. Each of these companies 
wags thoroughly equipped and completely 
manned, and when the old bell tolled the fire 
alarm they were on hand to fight the flames.

+ But the men composing the department had 


been members of it for years,and as they 
grew old they lost interest in the work, and in 
the early part of ’82 decided todisband. But in 
disbanding the department exhibited the same 
patriotic feeling that it had always shown when 
every member was thoroughly enthused with 
the work. The board of directors gave the 
city council due notice and requested them to 
prepare for the future. When this notice was 
received by the council that body was strug- 
gling with a $100,000 unforeseen expense on 
the water works. The city treasury Was 
somewhat cramped, and the thought of a paid 
fire department had never been entertained, 
However, the general council was equal to the 
emergency. Mr. R. Hl. Knapp, who was then 
a  wmecmber of the council, took 
hold of the matter. Mr. Knapp was 
presidentfof the R. E. Lee company No. 4, 
and was chairman of the fire department com- 
mittee of the general council. He opened cor- 
respondonce with Philadelphia, New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis and other cities, and when 
the council convened in itsnext rogular meet- 
ing after the communication from the volua- 
teer system, Mr. Kuapp presented an ordi- 
nance organizing the paid department. The 
ordinance was one of the most carefully pre- 
parcd and complete papers that ever went = 
fore the general council. i the 
l the 


it pros ded for 
disbanding of the volunteer 
inception of the paid depariment. 
the number of men inthe paid di 
and the number of companies. The ordinau 
passed the body and then the paid tire de- 
partment was ready for organization. 

In notifying the general council of its pur- 
pose to disband No. 1 tendered their engine 
asa gifttothecity. Hon. J. W. Engtish. who 
was then mayor of the realized the 
necessity for a good fire department dnd took 
a firm hold upon the matter’ with Mr. 
Knapp. The two gentlemen studied the 
Situation carefully and then decided that 
some oi the material of the volunteer system 
could be utilized. Then acting forthe coun- 
mi they organized thiee companies, two 
steamers and a hook and Jadder company No 
1 was retained, so was company. No, 2, on 
Washington street, and in July, Is-2, Mr. 
Matt Ryan was elected the first chief, to serve 
forone vear. Mr. Ryan began managing the 
department with three companies and the 
electiic alarm system fully established, and 
for one year gave the city 
a good service. Soon after the paid 
Gepartment took charge, the volunteer system 
began disposing of its property. No. 1 company 
put its house, on Broad street, next to the 
bridge, up at public out-cry and the city pur- 
chased it through Captain Euglish for 510,500. 
Then the hook and ladder house was put up 
and again the city became purchaser for 510,- 
C50. No.3 finally offered its machinery and 
the city again bought. The paid jire depart- 
ment was then under full headway. The vol- 
unteer system was being forgotten rapid- 
ly, and when the tfire-bell tapped a 
box the boys who once sprang

hovse, turned over, smiled at the recollections 
that trooped through their minds, and went 
back to sleep. In July, 1585, Mr. Ryan's term 
expired and an election for chief was held. 
Mr. W. R. Joyner was then city marshal, and 
without being a candidate was elected. He 
declined to accept the place and Mr. Ryan wa- 
elected for two years. With renewed energy 
Mr. Kyan started out upon bis second 
He studied his work and made 
a fair success of it. In 1883 he 
orgauized a new company, ees 3 
and secured a new building on Maricttastreet. 
About this time the insurance companies be- 
came dissatisfied with the department and 
the water supply and addedan extra 15 per 
cent tothe insurance rate. This additional 
15 per ceut was met with distavor by Atlan- 
tians and great indignation was expressed on 
all sides, but the companics adhered to it. 
Finally in ’&5 the companies agreed with the 
board ot fire masters that the extra lo per cent 
would be discontinued ifa new company was 
organized. The board of fire masters can- 
vas«d the matter and decided to organ- 
ized the company. Just at this time the 
friends of W. K Joyuer began pushing him for- 
ward for chief. Mr. Joyner had been chief of 
the volunteer system and had shown himselt 
a competent oflicer. The insurance men 
knew this as well as other people and joined 
in importuning him to run for the place. Mr. 
Joyner declined, asserting that the 
salary was pot sufficient. Then 
the insurance men agreed 
to supplement his salary with a purse of 
$1,000 per year if he would take the position. 
This extra $1,000 put the salary at $2,500 and 
Mr. Joyner said he would run. *% In July ’s5 
there was awarm contest over the position in 
the city council between Mr. Ryan and Mr. 
Joyner, and Mr. Joyner was elected. 

Chief Joyner assumed charge that month 
and since then has given Atlanta the best de- 
yartment she has ever had. 

The department now consists of one chief, 
four steamer companies, one hook aud ladder, 
5O men and 22 horses. 

Chief Joyner is under the board of fire mas- 
ters and directathe 
entire department. 
Heisa young mau 
not yet out of his 
twenties, but is one 
of the most expert 
firemen in thesouth. 
When he was yet a 
lad he joined the 
hook and ladder as 
a torch bearer. He 
was then too young 
to be a member ofthe 
company and when 
the hook and ladder 
company turned out 

CHIEF JOYNER. in response to the 
alarm he ran before the truck holding atorch in 
his hand to show the men the dangerous holes 
in the streets. At the early age of sixteen vears 
he manifested the elements of a natural born 
fireman, and when ouly seventeen was 
elected second assistant foreman 
of his company. Then he was elected first as- 
Sistant foreman and when nineteen was elect- 

ed foreman. Soon after his twenty first birth- 
day he was chosen chief of the volunteer 
wae and for three years held the place 
tg tt opposition. He showed himself a 
reman and held the respect and esteem of 
everybody in the city. When his third year 
yn aig he was pushed for a fourth coven | but

When the fire bell sounds 
everybody runs out to see that red wagon go 
by. Chief Joyner makes his headquarters all 
over the city. Since he has taken charge of 
the department he has made itthe most effi- 
cient in thesouth. He has put up the siidinz 
poles and made other improvements. 

Company No.1 occupies a house on roal 
street, the same that the volunteers had. It ts 
a substantial brick, worth $15,000. (n top of 
it the big bell which taps the alarm rests, and 
when that bell clatters the sidewalk in front 
of the building shakes. Mr. Tom W. Haney 
isforeman of No. 1. 
Tom Haney is the 
youngest fireman in 
the service. Heisa 
thorough fireman, 
notwithstanding his 
beardless face. He 
is always at his post, 
and whether he is 
awake or asleepwhen 
the bell taps, no one 
is out and ready for 
work quicker than 
he. He belongs toa , 
family offiremen. His TOM W. HANEY. 
father whose, name he bears,was a fireman be- 
fore him, and was chief the volunteer system 
once. Foreman Haney’s brothers are all fire- 
men, and he loves the work. No member of 
the department has the confidence of his chief 
more than Foreman Haney. *‘ Foreman Haney 
bas an engine worth $4.000 under his charge— 
the same engine that the volunteer company 
No. l gave the city. It has been in service 
nineteen years, and today is one of the best 
machines in the city. He aiso has four horses 
worth *1.000, and a reel and hose worth 82,600, 
He has under him nine men, as follows:
